Who Cares About Grain Market

Certain trade developments have taken place in 
recent years between Canada and Japan. From a 
minor one-way flow of goods from Canada to Japan 
following World War II a very substantial two-way 
trade is developing. Japan has long expressed her de¬ 
sire for Canadian products but emphasized that the 
extent of her purchases would be limited to her 
ability to earn dollars. 

Just a few years ago Japanese trade officials 
expressed a hope that someday she would be able to 
sell one-quarter as much to Canada as she bought. At 
present she has built this figure to over one-half on 
a much increased total trade. 

High among Japan’s purchases from Canada are 
wheat and barley. Formerly a rice-eating nation, she 
is now using more and more of the western grains. 
In spite of surplus U S. disposal programs Canada 
continues to enjoy a large share of this market. Trade 
Minister Howe recently predicted that Japan will pro¬ 
bably become our best customer. Beyond question this 
market is only being held and developed because of 
our growing imports from Japan. 

To the Canadian farmer and many others this 
increased trade and better market for wheat is sound 
business. To the Financial Times and the Canadian 
manufacturers, however, it is a different story. On 
November 2, the Times decried the trend toward a 
balanced, trade with Japan and bewailed the harsh 
effects on Canadian manufacturers. It revived the old 
cry that they were not receiving sufficient protection 
against the products of low labor. 

It is evident that interests in Canada are quite 
prepared to sacrifice agriculture in order to maintain 
their rigidly protected special preserve in the home 
market where they can make big profits. Canadian 
exporters, particularly the fanners, must buy tJ)e 
goods they require from protected Canadian manu¬ 
facturers at much higher prices than are charged else¬ 
where. At the same time they are penalized in 
the marketing of their own goods abroad, not only 
by foreign tariffs, but also by the resistance of the 
Canadian manufacturer to a balanced trade. In short, 
some section of the Canadian people must pay a

TESTING AND TUNING 

A Testing Concert has been arranged for Edmonton on the 
morning of April 8th. This is not a “tickets available at the box 
office” program nor is it “open to the public”. It is an “invitation 
affair” and there is a very good reason for it being so. All new audi¬ 
toriums require a series of tests during construction and a final test 
concert shortly before official opening. They are necessary in order 
to ensure an acoustically perfect auditorium. It has to be tuned and 
only after the completion of a hall test concert can the experts be 
sure of the need for a so-called “tuning” or deliberate alterations. 
From the results obtained in Edmonton tuning of the Calgary Audi¬ 
torium can also be arranged without another concert. 

HOW ARE THE INVITATIONS HANDLED? The audience for 
the test concert, for acoustical reasons, must be limited to a two- 
thirds capacity of the auditorium. This will mean a careful selection 
of all applications for participation. This will ensure that among the 
many prospective applicants, only the most sincere and highly music¬ 
ally minded will receive invitations.-. 

The total test capacity of the audience is established as high as 
1,800. Included are 150 people (members of the choir), and 100 to 
120 who will represent the musically and physically trained profes¬ 
sional world, such as music teachers, organists, choir and band lead¬ 
ers, university personnel, scientists and research workers, music 
critics, etc. The remaining majority will be the musically minded 
general public, members of musical societies, drama groups, clergy, 
university students of graduate classes, etc.
